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vided, the 8um of seven thousand dollars or so much of 
the same as may be necessary to pay the expenses of 
guarding the premisee, the same to be paid mOllthly, on 
the order of" the Warden accompanied with a statement 
of t.he number of hands employed. and the amount paid 
to each. 
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SEO. 2. There is also hereby appropriated the sum Of.l00 for LI­
one hundred dollars to be used in purchasing books for the brary. 
library, which books are to be selected by the Chaplain 
of' the prison, and paid for by an order drawn by the 
Warden.

TOWlITSBlP TRUSTEES .AND ROAD 8lJPERVlBORS. 

AN ACT preecribing the duties of Townlhlp Truateea and Road 
Supervisors in certain cases. . 

SEOTION 1. .Be it enacted by the General A.88embly of 
Truskles levy eM State Qf Iowa, That the Township Trustees of each 
tax. organized 'Township in this State shall at an annual 

meeting to be held on the second Monday of April 
in each year, or as soon thereafter as the assessment 
book is received by the Qlerk, determine upon the 
amount of property tax to be levied for roads, bridges, 
plows and. scraP.8rB, and for payment of any indebtedness 
previously contracted by such township for road pur­
poses, and levy the same, which shall not be more than 
three mills on the dollar on the amount of the Township 
ass.ment for that year, and said Trustees shall at the 
Bame timE! determine, what portion of said tax not ex­
ceeding one mill on the dollar in any or all of the road 
districts in their towns~ip shall be paid in money, and 
what portion thereof may be paid 10 labor; Provided, 
That when incorporated cities are by act of incorporation 
heretofore passed, made road districts, this Act shall not 
interfere with such districts, but the same shall be under 
the control of such city.
